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Over the 
last couple 
of decades 
Rugby League 
has been at 
the forefront of 
developing strat- 
egies to manage 
concussion with 
player safety and 
welfare at its core 
and we follow the 
guidelines from the 
International Consensus 
on Concussion in Sport, 
its regulations updating 
periodically. 


Sports related concussion 
may be defined as a traumat- 
ic brain injury caused by me- 

chanical forces either by direct 

blow to the head or elsewhere 
on the body with an impulsive 
force transmitted to the head. | 


There are two objective testing 
procedures that form part of 
the medical assessment of 
players as regards head injury; 
Cogsport & SCATS5. Cogsport 
is a web based cognitive 
test that analyses players 
attention & decision mak- 
ing ability, SCATS testis a 
paper based tool used to 
help the make the decision 
as to whether a player is 
concussed or not. During 
pre-season all players have 
a baseline measure of 
both tests, these are then 
used to compare to if the 
player is concussed or 
suspected to be con- 
cussed. 


There are a number 
of immediate/acute 
symptoms that the 


medical staff look for in a player who 
may be concussed, this includes an 
unprotected fall to the floor, tonic 
posturing e.g. stiff arms held in the air, 
memory loss. These can be assessed 
immediately and the player removed 
from the field. 


Often, players do not exhibit that 
type of symptom but more subtle 
signs and the attending physiother- 

apist is unsure. This is when the 

player is removed from the field 
and a Head Injury Assessment (HIA) 
takes place. This is a 15 minute period 
when the player is assessed by the 
pitch side doctor, part of which is test- 
ing using the SCATS5 test and compar- 
ing with the pre-season baseline. The 
assessment takes around 10-12 mins. 


The medical staff will always err on 
the side of caution “If in doubt sit 
them out” is a phrase 1 am sure you 
have heard and thankfully coaching 
staff across the sport are on board 
with the process. Many contact sports 
are played at a fast pace in a disor- 
ganised environment, where the view 
of on-field incidents is often obscured 
and the symptoms of SRC are diverse, 
all of which adds to the challenge of 
the medical assessment of suspected 
SRC. 


Super League clubs have the ability 

to check a tunnel camera for another 
view of an incident almost immediate- 
ly, we do not Rave this at Sheffield but 
will often be advised by the coaching 
staff who Nave their own video facil- 
ity. The concussed player and those 
concerned with his care away from 
the club are advised on early man- 
agement and signs that may indicate 
deterioration and what to do in that 
situation. The player is then re-as- 
sessed and a graded return to training 
and playing begun which I will talk 
about next time.

Clever offseason recruitment saw 
the West Yorkshire side sign Jodie 
Broughton, Ben Kaye, Tom Gilmour, 
Elliot Hall and Jack Logan, all of who 
have shown their quality in the early 
part of the season.

A 
low pass was kicked on by the centre 
who regathered before feeding Brown 
to go over under the sticks. 


Farrell converted for a two-point buff- 
er but there was to be a final twist in 
the tale. 


A penalty was awarded to the Broncos 
ten metres out from the Eagles line 
following a scuffle on the ground. 
Sammut was on hand to knock over 
the two points in what was the last 
notable action of the game.
